company, in connection with the Cen­ 
tral Vermont Railroad company, made 
rates from 
Norwood 
to 
Vermont 
points, to wit, to Burlington, $23 per 
car, or about 3.54 cents per hundred 
pounds; to Ruthland, $28 per car, or 
4.22 cents per hundred pounds; and 
to Bellows Falls, $30 per car, or 
5.09 cents per hundred pounds; while 
the regular published rate on petro­ 
leum and its products, in barrels, in 
carload lots, available to the com­ 
petitors of the Standard Oil company, 
was 33 cents per hundred pounds, 
more than six times the average rate 
to the Standard Oil company. 
That the said Standard Oil company 
also had secret rates to Burlington 
and a large number of places in Ver­ 
mont, about one-half the rate given 
to the competitors of the Standard 
Oil company. 
That during said time, 
the 
New 
England railroads, principally the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford rail­ 
road, the Boston and Mtoinc, the Rut­ 
land railroad, and the Central Ver­ 
mont railroad, refused and neglected 
to prorate—that is, to join with the 
railroads connecting with said 
rail­ 
roads, 
from 
independent 
refining 
points in western and northwestern 
Pennsylvania and Ohio, 
in 
making 
through rates on petroleum products 
I—but charged their full local rates, 
although it was customary to prorate 
on other products. 
That by refusing to prorate, 
they 
discriminated against the independent 
refiners on an average of 8 or 9 cents 
per hundred pounds. 
That by reason of these matters the 
Standard Oil company has had a sub­ 
stantial monopoly of all of the New 
j England and the north and eastern 
J New York business. 
Discrimination Between Parkersburg 
and Marietta. 
The Standard refinery is at Park­ 
ersburg, W. Va. The independent, at 
Marietta, immediately across the ri­ 
ver. The rates from these two places 
;—substantially the 
same 
distances, 
land over the same lines of railroad—- 
I are from 3 to 13 cents 
a hundred 
.pounds less to the Standard Oil com­ 
pany than to its competitors at Ma- 
* rietta. 


Discrimination in the Central States. 
That throughout the states of Il­ 
linois, Indiana, Michigan, and Ohio, 
the rates from the Standard plant at 
Whiting, Iud., are very much less for 
the same distances, and per ton per 
mile, than the rates 
from 
Toledo, 
Cleveland, and Findlay, the indepen­ 
dent points. 
As an instance of said 
discriminations, of which many 
are 
stated in the petition, the rate from 
Whiting (the Standard shipping point) 
to Battle Creek, 163 miles, was 8r< 
cents; from Toledo (an independent 
shipping point) to Battle Creek, 113 
miles, ioBi cents. 
Similar discrimi­ 
nations existed to all of the Michi­ 
gan points which could be served by 
aid competitive points. 
The above are a few of tile many 
instances stated in the bill. 
Elabo­ 
rate tables of the exact rates and dis­ 
criminations are given, covering sub­ 
stantially the entire United States. 
General System 
of 
Dissimulation; 
Control of Railroads. 
It is alleged in the bill that the rail­ 
roads of the United States have uni­ 
formly established a system of rates 
on petroleum and its 
products 
by 
which the rates from the several ship­ 
ping points of the Standard Oil com­ 
pany have been relatively lower, un­ 
der similar circumstances and condo 
tions, than the rates from competitive 
points. 


I hat such system of discrimination 
las been obtained through the own* 
ership and influence of the individual 
defendants, and others acting in their 
interest, in the various railroads of 
the United States, and by reason of 
the fact that they were enabled to 
give such railroads large traffic or to 
take such traffic away from them in 
the event the rates were not satis­ 
factory. 


It is alleged that the individual de­ 
fendants and other individuals asso­ 
ciated with them and interested with 
them in the Stanadrd O i l trust and 
the Standard Oil company 
and its 
subsidiary corporations, 
have 
pur­ 
chased and acquired large interests 
in the stocks of t h ' principal rail­ 
roads of the United Stales, and have 
caused themselves to he elected, or 
lave caused other persons acting in 
their interest to be elected, as mem­ 
bers of the boards of directors of such 
railroads, and that by reason of such 
ownership and representation on the 
boards of directors of such railroads 
the individual defendants 
have 
in­ 
fluenced said railroads to establish and 
maintain said 
discriminatory 
rates.
